pie, their zeal and energy in reform. The 
old Puritan rpirit of challenging abuses ol 
every sort, and applying aa tff-jctusl anc 
instant a remedy as the cade admits of, has 
marked their history from the earliest 
days to the present. There is more phil- 
osophy in the civil code of Miasachusett* 
than that of any other commonwealth in 
the republic—more of the sentiment ol 
liberty and justice and humanity. These 
reflections are suggested ty the recent ao- 
tion of tha Massachusetts Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners in view of tbe coro- 
ner'* verdict as to tl<> nature and causes 
ol the terrible railroad accident at Revere 
of last month. Now the country has been 
excited and affrighted with railroad acci- 
dents from time to time, for many jeirs 
past Tbere are iiw States that have not 
witnessed theie faueral pyreo of railroad 
travelers, the victims of what are chari- 
tably termed " accidents," or with more 
onperstitioa then piety, "FtOTidential dis- 
pensations." Bat what has come of all 
these outrages? Hare tie perpetrators 
been punished '• No, nor even prosecuted. 
Doubtless new preventives bare been dis- 
covered and employed. Bat the appliances 
and remedies have not by any means been 
effectual to dimin'sh the number and fa- 
tality of pu«li cnsualtirg. What has been 
done, 
too, 
hat 
been 
left 
to 
the 


individual

corporations, and no wide-spread reform 
in tho entire railroad system has extended 
over the whole conotry, which is now 
covered with an iron network on which ten 
thousand •bry trains are shooting day and 
night with a speed and momentum that we 
can hardly realuo.

His rings are now in a very favorable 
position for observation, having the maxi- 
mum inclination to the eye; but the in- 
teresting phenomenon requires a telescope 
of at least three inches npperlure to see it 
with advantage. The planet Mercury is 
now nearly at his greatest eapteru elonga- 
tion from tha sun, and will bo visible in 
tho West on very clear evenings, about 
halt an hour after sunset, for three or four 
day?. He is easily seen, with the naked 
eye when the horizon is clear, and may be 
known by the peculiar brilliancy cf liis 
light. Jupiter rises before tho tun. Ho 
Is now visible as a morning star.
